COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT 

Recently the writer of this article 
had a call from a representative of 
one of the largest and most enterpris¬ 
ing colonization companies operating 
in Canada. He told of the millions of 
dollars his company were spending in 
bringing out settlers and establishing 
them on the land. During the conver¬ 
sation he told of one of the first 
things that they always insisted upon 
when these settlers arrived and that 
was the necessity of these sepfen 
making all their purchases, as far as 
possible, from their community mer¬ 
chants. Being asked the reason, he 
said, “Well, we have found from years 
of experience that by encouraging the 
‘buy at home’ method and in so doing 
educating our new settlers to the com¬ 
munity spirit 'idea, that invariably 
they turn out to be very successful 
farmers.” “The reason,” he contin¬ 
ued, “is plain because unless you es¬ 
tablish harmony in a district, we find 
our task a very hard one and it gen¬ 
erally ends disastrously for both our¬ 
selves and the settlers, and harmony 
can only be established and maintain¬ 
ed by the development of community 
spirit.’’ He concluded by saying 
“We have never had to take land 
back from any of our settlers in dis¬ 
tricts where they work together for 
each other’s success, and in these dis¬ 
tricts you will find both merchants 
and farmers working for the common 
good of the district and profiting by 
so doing.”

They sat spellbound as the chairman 
read a tribute to a stepfather, a 
tragic revelation of blight caused by 
moonshine liquor, the description of 
che dream-father of a widow's child, 
a dozen vague allusions to strange 
fathers, gone early, home late with 
time fori nothing but reading and 
sleep, some timid pieces written in 
fear of a quick temper and heavy- 
hand. The chairman picked at ran¬ 
dom from another pile of papers. The 
sky cleared. “I like my daddy,” he 
-read from some. .The reasons were 
many. He built my doll house; took 
me coasting; taught me to swiip; helps 
with my school work; takes me to the 
park; gave me a calf to fatten and 
sell. Scores of essays could be re¬ 
duced to: “J[ like my daddy; he plays 
with me.” Not one child mentioned 
his family house, car, food or cloth¬ 
ing. The fathers went into that meet¬ 
ing from many walks of life; they 
came out in two classes—playmates to 
their children or strangers to their 
children. No man is too rich or too 
poor to play with his children. 

LESSONS OF LIFE 

Every person should go to the ceme 
tery at least twice in life. Once at 
the end of life, and first early in life 
to reflect on the brevity of life and 
the insufficiency of worldy goods. 
There is no place like a quiet church¬ 
yard for meditation and there is room 
in every life for more serious thought.

Tftefe were no pestering 
bank accounts, troublesome servants, 
expensive automobiles, business wor¬ 
ries and social and fashion detrac¬ 
tions in Paradise. Few people have 
learned the secret of living well. Most 
of us measure contentment in terms 
of dollars and social position. The 
number is negligible which views life 
as a golden opportunity to work and 
think and be joyful.

They ought to 
be. Everybody appears to be laying 
for us these days; even the govern¬ 
ment gas tax, amusement tax, sales 
tax, race track tax, and others too 
numerous to mention, opines the Red- 
cliff Review. 


YOUTH AND ADVERTISING 

'Fifty years ago boys and girls were 
adept at weaving rag rugs, knotting 
quilts, carding wool, spinning home- 
spun and stretching carpets. Today 
■»boys and girls know the entire abc of 
the automobile, the electric house¬ 
hold utensils, the steam heat system, 
the aeroplane and the radio. But the 
youth of today knows little of what 
constituted the store of knowledge of 
the youth of yesterday. The omnis¬ 
cience of youth in every era is ever 
amazing, but that of today would be 
inexplicable but for one thing more 
than all others. That advertising, 
In the newspapers, magazines and 
poster boards children are finding a 
vast storehouse of practical and use¬ 
ful information and instruction. The 
value of this incidentally acquired 
knowledge can not be measured in 
classroom hours, ^he youth of Cana¬ 
da is finding' that advertising pays. 
Psychologists have expounded tlie 
theory that truths are sometimes ob¬ 
served first by the adolescent. In the 
case of advertising it may truthfully 
be said that there are some of ma¬ 
ture age who have not yet learned the 
value of advertising. Advertisers do 
not buy newspaper, magazine and bill¬ 
board- space for the edification of the 
public, either juvenile or adult, but 
tjjey recognize the children of today 
are not only a potent factor in the 
business of today but the deciding 
factors in the business of^-fomorrow. 

Instead of Canada beirig spoken of 
as the “Granary of the Empire” she 
now aspires to a wider title, for in 
1926 she led all countries in the ex¬ 
port of wheat and flour, having ex¬ 
ported 212,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
Argentine came a poor second with a 
little less than 65,000,000 bushels; 
Australia with 43,000,000; and the 
United States with 40,000,000; thus 
Canada alone has exceeded the ex¬ 
ports of these countries by over 64,- 
000,000 bushels. Canada’s exports of 
flour amounted to 8,163,000 barrels; 
the United ■ States 7,430,000 barrels; 
and Australia, 3,750,800 barrels. 

Alberta needs immigrants. Every 
settled farm community has room for 
a few new colonists. It is to the dis-, 
trict’s distinct advantage to get them. 
Every additional family settled in a 
community means idle land rendered 
productive, reduction in taxation and 
the increased development of social 
life. In addition, it means the spend¬ 
ing of $1,500 each year at local stores 
on food, clothing, building material 
and other requirements. Every far¬ 
mer should be keenly alive to the pos¬ 
sibility of developing his own district 
by finding a place for a new family. 

Just what impression the Calgary 
West member is making at Ottawa 
can be gathered from this observation 
of Chas. W. Bishop, the dean of the 
Press Gallery, in one of his daily ar¬ 
ticles on the proceedings of the 
House of Commons: “Mr. Bennett 
made Such a fervent plea as to cause 
a wise man upstairs to vamark that 
the church lost a great local preacher 
when R. B. donned the flowing robe in 
place of mounting the pulpit. 

An exchange remarks: Canada has 
one golf course for every 19,393 in¬ 
habitants; in the United States there I 
is one for every 26,793 persons. Yes, j 
and strange to say, one language suf¬ 
fices for all.

WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION 

A total of 8,930 accidents were reg¬ 
istered with the Workmen’s Compen¬ 
sation Board of the province during 
1926. Of these 58 were fatal, 87 gave 
permanent disability and 8,785 gave 
only temporary disability. Total com- 
I pensation paid was $298,404.40, with 
$391,005.98 transferred to the Pension 
Fund and $234,770.42 paid to pension^ 
crs. There are 174 widows, 370 child¬ 
ren and 231 permanently disabled 
workmen drawing monthly payments 
from the pension fund. The payroll 
of industries under the Compensation 
Act totalled $60,367,229.16 in 1926, 
with a total of 47,578 employees.

PROVINCIAL HEALTH 

An encouraging feature of* the re¬ 
port of the Public Health Department 
of Alberta for 1926, is the great im¬ 
provement in the dipthcria situation. 
In Lethbridge alone, it is stated, the 
annual number of cases has been cut 
down from 80 to 8. The improvement 
has come about as a result of the use 
of the toxoid. In foreign districts, 3,- 
155 persons have been given this 
treatment. A total of 18,350 people 
were given vaccine during the year. 

The Nursing Branch had 130 schools 
under inspection during the year, in, 
which 2,091 first inspections and 1,194 
re-inspections were made. Home vis¬ 
its totalled 335, and 13 child welfare 
clinics were held in rural districts. In 
the three cities of Edmonton, Calgary 
and Medicine Hat, 200 clinics were 
held, with a total attendance of about 
10,000. The district nurses in the 
frontier districts made more than 1,- 
000 calls during the year, with 547 
medical cases, 164 surgical cases, and 
33 obstetrical cases to attend to. 

The travelling clinics which visited 
outlying districts, ‘examined 746 
medical cases, with 212 operations per 
formed for tonsils and adenoids, 321 
dental treatments. The scope of 
these clinics will be extended this year 
. Four new municipal hospital dis- 
'ricts were created during the year, 
, and all districts are in good shape 
i financially. There are 1 75 approved 
! hospitals in the province altogether, 
i including city hospitals, and 75 prl- 
. vate hospitals. 

The vital statistics report shows 
13,893 births registered for 1926, with 
reports still to come in; 4,473 mar¬ 
riages—an increase of 219; 154 divor¬ 
ces—an increase of 53; and 5,125 
deaths—an increase of 724. 

In the mental hospital at Ponoka 
there are 886 patients, an increase of 
68. There were 313 admissions dur¬ 
ing the year and 177 discharged, of 
which 78 were cured, 63 inproved, 15 
not improved, and 21 not insane. The 
recovery rate is 29.76 for males and 
28 per cent, for femmes. At the Oli¬ 
ver Institute, for feebleminded, there 
are 215 in residence, and at the train¬ 
ing school for mental defectives at 
Red Deer, there are 137 patients. 

EDUCATION IN’ALBERTA 

During the year 1926, 39 new school 
districts”Vere erected in Alberta com¬ 
pared with 26 in 1925. Three rural 
high schools were also created, mak¬ 
ing 5 now in operation, at a cost of $6 
per quarter section. 

The total enrolment in public and 
high school of the province for 1926 
was 150,526, compared with 147,794 in 
1925. The daily average attendance 
was 110,927. The rural schools were 
able to keep going 184 days in 1926 
compared with 178 days in 1925. The 
new grants provided for rural schools 
under certain conditions brought bene 
fit to 667 one-room schools. 

There is a growing demand for sec¬ 
ondary education, especially in rural 
schools, where 62 per cent, of those 
in Grade 8 took high school entrance 
exams compared with only 48 per cent 
in 1925. A total of 3,428 left school 
at the age of 15, which is a decrease 
over former years. A total of 1,189 
left at Grade 8. There are 3,041 
school districts in operation in the 
province. 

In the Technical Institute, there 
were 1,166 students." In the special 
correspondence course for children in 
outlying rural districts, there were 
225 enrolled, with a total of 900 since 
the course was instituted. 

At the Alberta University, there 
were 1,302 students registered in all 
courses in 1926. 

Alberta will spend $2,400,000 on 
highways and bridges the coming 
year, according to a statement made 
by ,Hon. O. L. McPherson, minister of 
public works. This will include 
$1,000,000 on main highways, $660,- 
000 on market roads, the balance be¬ 
ing on maintenance, and on construc¬ 
tion and maintenance of bridges. 


Louis Kon, trade delegate to the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, 
confirms the report that an order for 
$1,000,000 of binder twine has been 
placed Jjy Russian interests with a 
Brantford firm. Other large orders 
for Canada are pending. 

New YoiV, Montreal and Chicago 
financial men are reported to be com¬ 
bined in the plan to construct a 600- 
ton paper mill at Whitemud Falj^, for 
which application has been made to 
the Federal Government. Timber lim¬ 
its involving 11,500 cords of pulp- 

Thel largest shipment of blooded 
stock ever sent to Canada is now on 
the Atlantic and will reach Canada in 
a few days, ^here are forty race 
horses in the consignment which is 
being forwarded by Major Lidding- 
ton of Thame, England, and they wili 
be divided between Ottawa, Winnipeg 
and Vancouver, 
wood are being sought. 

Again Calgary maintains its record 
for holding the largest annual auction 
-sale of purebred bulls in the world. 
(A total of 661 bulls have been entered 
uy 163 breeders- from all parts of 
Alberta, even from further north than 
Peafe River. Only on two occasions 
have larger entries been received. 

Saskatchewan and Alberta are sup¬ 
plying most of the horses .that are to 
be auctioned off at Montreal on the 
morning of March 28th. While heav* 
draught horses, Percherons and 
Clydesdales, and the like, will form 
the staple of the sale, there will be 
a few riding and driving horses bid 
for as well. 

Canadian bond sales this year to 
date run to $80,162,752, as compared 
with $182,442,246 for the same period 
of last year and $142,460,473 for that 
of 1925. Government issues amount¬ 
ed to $36,250,000; Municipal to $17,- 
718,452, and Corporation to $26,193,- 
800. The United States purchased 
$40,870,000 and Canada $39,292,752. 

Wlestern Canadian farmers have the 
lowest freight rates in the world, 
according to Senator the Hon. C. P. 
Beaubien, addressing the Canadian 
Senate. In Canada it costs 12 cent3 
per bushel to move grain 794 miles, 
while in the Umted States it costs 22 
cents per bushel to move grain 708 
miles. The average rate per bushel 
on all grain in Canada, he stated, was 
about 15 cents, whereas jn the United 
States it was 30 cents, and still higher 
in the Argentine. 

Exports of Canadian wheat flour to 
Brazil in the seven months ending 
October, 1926, were nearly 1,000 per 
cent, above the corresponding period 
of the previous year. Trade Com- 
"missioner Bleakney says that now that 
Canadian hard wheat flours are favor¬ 
ably known in Brazil, a substantial 
continuance of this business may be 
Expected if Argentine wheat prices 
are not too low. The seven months’ 
figures were 250,550 barrels of flour 
at $1,773,034, as compared with 25,333 
barrels at $172,869 for the same per¬ 
iod of 1925. 

Owing to the discovery of a new 
process for tanning rabbit skins, the 
despised snowshoe rabbit of Western 
Canada is developing into a new 
source of revenue for settlers in Mani¬ 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. Es¬ 
pecially has this been true of the 
northern sections orp ark and wooded 
area. A reliable estimate made of 
the 1926-7 winter catch places this in 
the neighborhood of 2,000,000 pelts 
with a revenu^ of some $200,000. Un¬ 
tanned skins are sent to New York 
and London to be used in a variety of 
ways, and fox farmers are heavy buy¬ 
ers of rabbit carcasses. 

The British Government has been 
asked to send experts to Canada in 
April to conduct a preliminary survey 
in connection with the proposal to 
erect mooring masts in this country 
for dirigibles. At the Department of 
National Defence it was stated that 
the personnel of the British party had 
not been named, but that it would 
likely include Major G. H. Scott, who 
fleVv the "R. 34” across the Atlantic. 

The Alberta Government telephone 
system showed a profit of $270,000 in 
operation in the year 1926, according 
to the annual report of the Depart¬ 
ment.

818 POOL ELEVATORS 


Alberta Will Have 100, Saskatchewan 
650 and Manitoba 68. Increase in 
Membership 


The three prairie wheat pools this 
year will own approximately 818 ele¬ 
vators. It is stated that where the 
elevator is in good condition and can 
be purchased at a reasonable price, 
the pool will buy; failing that, it will 
build. At the present time the pool 
owns 22 elevators in Alberta and it is 
the intention to increase these to one 
hundred this year. The Saskatche¬ 
wan pool, it is said, will purchase 60 
additional elevators this season, mak¬ 
ing its total 650, and the Manitoba 
pood will add about 38 to the 30 eleva¬ 
tors now owned in that province. Ac- 
cprding to figures given out at the Al¬ 
berta pool office on Wednesday, the 
total membership to the end of March 
was 38,966 representing 3,684,727 
acres. This is an increase for the 
past month of 124 members and 10,- 
236 acres.
